Warrant for Town Meeting 


To Catherine Mudge, Resident of Raymond in the 
County of Cumberland and State of Maine: 


Greetings: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the 
Town of Raymond, qualified by law to vote in Town 
affairs, to meet at the School Cafeteria in East Ray- 
mond in said Town on Saturday, the eighth day of 
March, 1969 at 10:00 o’clock in the forenoon to act 
on the following articles, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to hire an 
office clerk for the ensuing year. 


Article 3. To choose the following officers: Town 
Clerk for one year; Town Treasurer for one year; Tax 
Collector for one year; One Selectman, Assessor, Over- 
seer of the Poor for three years; and one member of 
the School Board for three years. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will elect three members 
of the Budget Committee, for a period of three years, 
to serve with the three Selectmen, the Chairman of 
the School Board and six other members. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to elect one 
or more Road Commissioners for the ensuing year and 
elect. 


Article 6. To choose an Auditor for the ensuing year. 


Article 7. To choose other Town Officers, as neces- 
sary, for the ensuing year. 
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Article 8. To see what compensation the Town will 
vote to pay its Selectmen, Assessors and Overseers of 
the Poor as stated in R. S. of 1954, as amended in Chap. 
90-A, Sec. 36. | 


Article 9. To see what salary to pay the Office Clerk. 
Budget Committee recommends $4,800. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to charge 
%% per month, or fraction thereof, starting October 
15 (with interest retroactive to Oct. 1) until March 1 
on all unpaid taxes. After March 1, 6% per year to be 
charged on personal property and 6% on liens. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to purchase 
the necessary bonds which the Collector, Treasurer and 
Constables are, by law, obliged to have. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen, on behalf of the Town, to sell and 
dispose of any real estate acquired by the Town for 
non-payment of taxes thereon; on such terms as they 
deem advisable. 


Article 13..To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen, on behalf of the Town, to sell and dis- 
pose of town property when it has no further value to 
the Town, on such terms as they deem advisable. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to instruct 
the Selectmen to deduct 25% of the wages of Town 
employees to be applied on the payment of back taxes 
assessed against said employees, or act anything rel- 
ative thereto. 


To see if the Town will vote to change the 
requirements of the Building Code so a Building 
Permit will be required for any construction of $100 
or more in place of the present $500. 
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Article 16. To see what sum the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to pay its share of the Social 
Security program.

Article 17. To see what sum the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Civil Defense and Public 
Safety. 


Budget Committee recommends $400.00. 


Article 18. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the support of elemen- 
tary schools, including administration, secondary ed- 
ucation and transportation. 


Budget Committee recommends $156,076.06. 


Article 19. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for school repairs.

year for six (6) years and balance at the end of the 
seventh year.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the Members of the Superintending School Com- 
mittee and the Citizens of the Community: 


It is with sincere pleasure that I present my sixth 
annual report as your Superintendent of Schools. 


We call to your attention the reports and other per- 
tinent material dealing with our schools which are a 
portion of this report. We would like you to study it 
over as background for the decisions which you are 
called upon to make. 


Educationally, we are well-organized with a separate 
room for each class and with a library that is becoming 
well-equipped. For the first time, we have a teacher 
who serves aS a combination librarian and teacher of 
reading skills. 


Since our last report, there have been no changes 
in the staff, leaving us in a very fortunate position in 
the continuity of service of our teachers and princi- 
pals. We have added one person working in reading 
skills and library. 


We have called to your attention before, and we 
mention again this year, the increase in pupil enroll- 
ment resulting in a larger number of pupils attending 
high school. Together with the normal increase in 
tuition costs and transportation of the same, there is 
a sizeable increase in education costs. These costs are 
expected to continue to increase in the immediate 
future due to higher salaries for teachers, higher costs 
for transportation and larger enrollments. 

We indicate again this year, the advantages to Ray- 
mond for continued cooperation with Windham so 
that Raymond pupils may be assured of continuing 
their education in that community with its fine higher 
education. At the same time, we subscribe to the think- 
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ing that a graduate of Jordan-Small should have the 
opportunity of taking his education elsewhere provided 
the expenditure for the same is no higher and that the 
parent be responsible for the costs of transportation 
in such a case. 


For the first time, in the summer of 1968, the com- 
mittee kept the custodian working full-time. This has 
resulted in much better building and grounds main- 
tenance. Also, the lawn area has been filled and grassed 
and a fine parking area developed adjacent to the 
building. Citizens of the community can be justifiably 
proud of the appearance of the Jordan-Small building 
and grounds. 

During the summer new water storage tanks have 
been installed within the building. These became neces- 
sary when the former storage facility had lost it’s 
tightness. 

Also, during the summer, various classrooms were 
painted and windows repaired, all by the custodian who 
also repaired the roof which had been leaking in more 
recent months. 

Again, may we state that we have appreciated the 
continued cooperation of the townspeople and of the 
members of the school committee. The Town of Ray- 
mond is fortunate to have his public-spirited citizens 
working on such committees as the one on schools.

Public Health Nurse 
Raymond — 1968 


The public health nursing service continues to offer 
home visits to any family that has a health problem 
and may benefit from the service. These visits include; 
nursing care to the acutely or chronically ill patient, 
evaluation of the nursing needs in a Situation, giving 
help to parents in the interpretation of and administer- 
ing doctors orders, encouraging use of proper medical 
facilities, and giving encouragement in continuing long 
term health supervision. Emphasis is on early recogni- 
tion of, evaluation of, and follow through on treatment 
of problems, as well as on helping mothers with normal 
growth and development questions to prevent crippling 
effects. 


The public health nurse made home visits with the 
above purposes in mind to several categories of health 
need. These include visits to expectant mothers, arth- 
ritics, cancer patients, the orthopedically handicapped, 
cleft palate children, cardiacs, diabetics, children with 
defective vision, the emotionally disturbed, acutely ill 
patients, and to the well family to give general health 
Supervision and guidance.

Besides home visits the nurse made twenty-five (25) 
contacts with attending physicians, social workers, 
hospital personnel, and school personnel in an attempt 
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to secure the best help available for the patient or 
family. 

This past year Raymond has had a very interested 
and active Health Council. The members have relieved 
the nurse of contacting the physicians, setting up dates, 
and have assisted the nurse at the town and school 
health activities. : 

For school work, besides the fifty-nine (59) home 
visits to school age children with health problems, the 
nurse assisted the physician and council members with 
school physical examinations, tuberculin skin testing 
of entering grade and seventh grade pupils, screened 
the entering pupils for hearing, and has tried to be 
available for teacher conferences.

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Report of Fire Chief 
Selectmen, Town of Raymond: 


In filing the annual report for the fire department, 
we wish to thank the citizens of Raymond for their 
support and cooperation this past year. 

The Raymond Fire Department answered a total of 
thirty calls this past year, listed as follows: 5 dwelling 
fires, 7 woods, grass, and debris fires, 5 mutual aid calls, 
3 chimney fires, 3 automobile fires, 2 electrical fires, 1 
furnace fire, 1 resuscitator call, and 3 false alarms. 

Through the efforts of several of our members, the 
four-wheel drive vehicle purchased through Civilian 
Defense has been repaired and repainted and is being 
out-fitted as a Utility Vehicle. This unit is to be used 
at woods and grass fires and for transporting men 
and extra equipment. This vehicle is also equipped with 
a portable generator and flood lights to be used at 
night fires. 


The Ladies Auxiliary has been active in raising funds 
for placing a new stove, refrigerator and new table at 
the new fire station. A new hot water heater is soon 
to be installed as a gift from the ladies. They have done 
a tremendous job of serving coffee and food to the fire- 
men at fires. The annual supper put on for the firemen 
and their wives was certainly appreciated and enjoyed 
by all. 

The Fire Service Training Center, located in Augusta, 
provided us with further instruction on pumps and 
pumping. A course on salvage and ventilation was 
taken by several members. Training of this nature 
has proven to be of great value. More of this type of 
instruction is planned for the future. 

We wish to thank the Junior Firemen for the as- 
sistance they have given at fires and Sharing in the 
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work and projects at the station throughout the year. 

This year the department urges your support in the 
raising of funds for the purchase of a pumper tanker 
to be placed in Company No. 2, in East Raymond. 
This piece of apparatus is desperately needed to sup- 
plement the twenty-one year old pumper currently 
serving this area.

Tree Warden's Report 


Following is my report on the shade tree program 
for 1968. 

Last spring 18 new trees were planted. The first 
trees that we set out have grown very well, and are 
beginning to show up. 

Like other Maine towns, the rate of infection by 
Dutch Elm disease has accelerated in the past two 
years. In 1967 we found 49 infected trees. With the 
funds available 33 of these were removed. We had to 
leave 16 trees because of lack of funds. In 1968 we 
found 55 infected trees, which added to the backlog 
of 16 trees made 71. 

This fall and winter we have removed 32 trees, which 
leaves a backlog of 39 to be added to whatever num- 
ber becomes infected next year. 

It would be advisable for the town to have more 
money available to keep up with the rate of infection.

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Blister Rust Control 


The following is a brief report showing the status of 
white pine blister rust control in Raymond. 


Blister rust is a tree disease that kills white pines. 
Fungus spores, produced on the leaves of currant and 
gooseberry bushes, infect nearby pines through the 
needles. Practical control is simple; remove the currant 
and gooseberry bushes growing near enough to cause 
the infection. The cost of this work is financed with 
Town and State funds. 


Since the start of control activities in Raymond, 
which began back in 1922, over 260,200 currant and 
gooseberry bushes have been destroyed on more than 
17,100 acres which includes about 10,200 acres of white 
pine. Control has been established on all of the pine 
growing land in Raymond. 

During 1968 we examined 2,955 acres in Raymond. 
Intensive crew work was performed on 38 acres and 
1,718 currant and gooseberry bushes were destroyed. 
The job cost, $645.93. (Town of Raymond, $299.72; State 
of Maine, $346.21.) 

Inasmuch as only a small acreage is scheduled for 
1969 we suggest a delay in the program until such time 
aS Sufficient acreage will be due for examination to 
make a worthwhile program.
